The Need for Quick 


Bainbridge Publisher Marvin Griffin 
has raised another interesting question 
growing out of Georgia’s gubernatorial 
mix-up. 

Mr. Griffin, who served as Executive 
Secretary to former Gov. Rivers, Adjutant 
General to former Gov. Arnall and is an 
announced candidate for Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor—providing, of course, there is a va- 
cancy—in the September primary, has 
written an open letter to Acting Gov. 
Thompson asking how the latter interprets 
that portion of Article V, Section I, Para- 
graph VII of the State Constitution which 
reads: 

“If the Lieutenant Governor shall be- 
come a candidate for the unexpired term 
of tre Governor, he shall thereby resign 
his office as Lieutenant Governor, effec- 
tive upon the qualification of the Governor 
elected for the unexpired term, and -his 
successor for the unexpired term shall be 
elected at such election.” 

Mr. Griffin doubtless has heard reports 
that the Acting Governor intends to re- 
sign the lieutenant governorship only in 
the event he is the winner in the Demo- 
cratic primary, holding that the term 
“candidate” applies only to those entered 
in the general election. 

We do not believe Mr. Thompson has 
any intention of endeavoring to stand on 
such a technicality since the intent of 
those who drew the Constitution was ob- 
- viously otherwise and refusal to tender 
his resignation—effective upon the elec- 


Lawbreakers or Martyrs 


Two of the 10 Hollywood writers who 
refused to answer questions put to them 
by a Congressional committee have been 
fined $1,000 each and sentenced to jail 
for one year. 

The writers declined to tell the com- 
mittee whether or not they were or ever 
had been members of the Communist 
Party. 

There will, of course, be a great hue 
and cry raised in their behalf. The Com- 
munist press will contend that constitu- 
tional prerogatives have been infringed 
upon and that to send the two to jail for 
refusing to make their political beliefs 
public is the mark of a police state. And 
no doubt many loyal Americans will agree. 
It is quite possible the Supreme Court, too, 
may hold this view. Certainly legal clari, 
fication is needed. 

Let it be understood, however, that the 
writers were not sentenced, in particular, 
for refusing to admit or deny that they 
were members of the Communist Party. 
They were convicted for violation of the 
law in refusing to answer a,question put 
to them by a lawful committee of Con- 
gress, a question pertaining to an investi- 
gation being conducted. They would have 
breached the same law had they refused 
to answer any other question.

But we are again reminded of the many 
aspects of the current situation which are 
subject to controversy and on which au- 
thoritative decisions are needed. 

Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook, taking cogni- 
zance of our appeal for declaratory judg- 
ments on several other disputed phases of 
the situation—including the eligibility of 
the Governor named in November to of- 
fer for re-election two years hence—has 
pointed out the need for a change in pro- 
cedure to allow the Attorney General to 
ask a decision directly of the Supreme 
Court in matters of primary importance 
to the State Government. 

The inadequacies of Georgia’s declara- 
tory judgment law were never more clear- 
ly indicated than by the fact it took 63 
days to obtain a verdict in last year’s two- 
Governor fiasco. Not only should the 
Constitution be amended to eliminate the 
delay necessary to ‘carry such _ issues 
through the various intermediate courts, 
but also methods should be provided to 
obtain declarative decisions before the 
damage is done. 

Unless such reforms are made, it is not 
improbable that Georgia may again be 
embarrassed while the courts go through 
the painfully slow process of adjudicating 
something that might just as easily have 
been settled beforehand. : 


Moreover, can anyone imagine a Re- 
publican or Democrat flatly refusing to 
tell a committee of Congress which party 
he belonged to? Most members of either 
party are proud of their affiliation. They 
have nothing to congeal. Neither party 
has any designs against the Government 
of the United States—except to get enough 
votes to control it. 

The Communists and other friends of 
the screen writers are attempting to use 
the right of free speech and the secret bal- 
lot provisions as a defense. But does the 
right of free speech make a court witness 
immune to penalty for testifying falsely, 
or refusing to testify? It does not. And 
neither does the secret ballot right go be- 
yond the privilege of voters to mark the 
ticket for the candidates of their choice 
without the obligation to tell anyone how 
they voted. Protection under this right 
does not extend to freedom from answer- 
ing questions about political beliefs when 
put by duly constituted legal authority: 

It further is a fact that the Department 
of Justice recognizes the Communist Par- 
ty as the agent of a foreign power and not 
a bona fide political party. It is thus a 
duty of our Government to ascertain who 
are members of this Party in order to pro- 
vide necessary protection to the country.

Sam Rayburn, of Texas, has been appointed 
permanent Chairman of the Democratic Conven- 
tion at Philadelphia. 

Alben Barkley will keynote the convention. 

Sen. Barkley is a faithful, able man who has carried more 
burdens for the Democratic Party than any man in it. Former 
House Speaker Rayburn also is a burden carrier of many years’ 
standing. 

Their appointment gives hope to the anti-Truman forces, who 
will be seeking all sorts of parliamentary rulings in an effort to 
harass the Truman organization. 

Neither has been called to the White House in months. 


The late Franklin Roosevelt used to call them almost daily. 
Contrary to reports, Roosevelt did want to hear the bad news along 
with the good. 

But, Harry Truman has ignored Rayburn for more than six 
months and Barkley almest as long. Both dare hurt by it. Ray- 
burn is angry. He also is burning with a blue flame about some 
of the changes made by the President, notably those in the Civilian 
Aviation Board. 

They will dominate the convention. 


Truman President Truman is going to make a swing to the 

West. It is a vote-getting trip. But Harry Truman is 
a smart observer. If he encounters disappointments, as he will, 
he might give serious consideration to finding some way to avoid 
running. ‘This is not considered likely, as he will see mostly those 
who want him to run and he will not hear the whole story. Never- 
theless, Washington conversations always get around to this pos- 
sibility—that President Truman: might come home very discour- 
aged and seek to have Gen. Dwight Eisenhower or Gen. George 
Marshall run in his place. 

At the White House the reporters who see the President often, 
share a mutual regard for him. They like him as a person. They 
think he has been badly handled and advised, but that he still has 
a chance to be elected. ‘They think, though, this would require 
the best political management that could be organized from the 
best political craftsmen in the nation. And the Democrats can’t 
get them. 


There are many former stalwarts in the party who are 
planning to take a walk. They cannot go against Truman, 


trying to win Wall Street, or the group usually covered by that 
phrase, and still hola labor and the independents. Many others 
are going to vote the ticket, but will have little to say.
